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Hollyday  Lineage 

THE  Hollyday  family  of  Middlesex  County, 
Knglund,  and  Tulbot  and  Prince  George's 
County,  Maryland,  are  descended  from 
Walter  HuUyday,  the  Master  of  the  Revels  to 
Edward  IV;  and  later  from  Sir  Leonard  Hollyday, 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  1G05,  to  whom  waa  granted 
the  coat  of  arms  described. 

Thomas  Hollyday,  the  lineal  descendant  of 
Sir  Leonard  Hollyday,  Lord  Mayor  of  London, 
came  to  Maryland  when  a  lad  of  seventeen  or 
eighteen  years  of  age,  in  the  year  1679,  and  took 
up  lands  on  the  western  shore,  where  he  filled  the 
office  of  Chief  Justice  of  Calvert  County  in  the 
year  1G95. 

He  was  colonel  in  the  Colonial  wars  and  a  man 
of  valiant  services  in  the  province.  He  died  at  hia 
home  in  Prince  George's  County  in  the  year  1703, 
and  his  tombstone  is  inscribed  with  the  coat  of 
arms  here  shown,  giving  the  date  of  the  granting 
of  the  same  to  his  ancestor  "as  recorded  in  the 
ColliKc  of  Arms  at  London."  Thi.s  custom  of

cutting  the  family  arma  on  the  tombs  of  the  early 
setllcra  of  Marylund  is  helping  largely  to  estubliah 
their  Engliah  origin.  Colonel  Thomaa  Hollyday, 
who  murried  Mary  Truman,  of  Calvert  County, 
named  their  first  son  for  her  father,  and  his  second 
received  his  ancestral  name  of  Leonard  Hollyday. 
Jamea  Hollyday  removed  to  Talbot  County  in  the 
year  1720,  where  he  became  a  judge  of  the  County 
Court  from  1720  to  1728,  and  later  removed  to 
Queen  Anne's  County  and  purchased  a  beautiful 
tract  of  land  on  the  Chester  River,  which  be  named 
Rcadbourne,  in  the  year  1729. 

He  iiad  lived  in  Talbot  County  but  one  year 
when  he  married  Surah  Covington  Lloyd,  the  beau- 
tiful young  widow  of  Colonel  Edward  Lloyd,  of 
Wye  House.  It  is  said  that  when  James  Hollyday 
took  hia  wife  to  Readbourne  they  enjoyed  love  in  a 
cottage,  occupying  a  little  house  on  the  estate  called 
the  Box,  while  the  charming  mistress,  with  the 
ftsaistance  of  Lord  Baltimore,  a  personal  friend, 
planned  the  stately  Readbourne  man.sion,  which 
she  made  famous  for  the  lavish  hospitality  which 
has  ever  since  distinguished  it.  Rcadbourne  has 
descended  in  the  Hollyduy  family  to  the  present 
day,  and  is  a  monument  to  the  taste  of  its  lovely 
mistrcaa. 

James  Hollyday  was  the  trusted  treasurer  of 
the  E:istorn  Shore  and  the  collector  of  his  lordship's

quit  rents  on  that  side  of  the  ( *hesapeake  Bay.    He 

was  also  a  member  of  Lord  lialtimore's  council  and 
naval  orticer  at  tlie  port  of  Oxford.  e 

From  this  couple  descend  the  oldest  branch  of 
the  Hollyday  family  now  in  Maryland. 

Colonel  Leonard  Hollyday,  the  second  son  of 
Colonel  Thomas  Hollyday,  was  called  of  "Brook- 
field,"  hi3  estate  of  this  name  being  located  in 
Prince  Geori^c's  County.  He  married,  first,  Sarah 
Smith,  and  secondly  Mrs.  Eleanorc  Waring,  the 
daughter  of  Mr.  Clement  Hill  and  Eleanor  Dar- 
nall,  whose  father  was  a  kinsman  of  Lord  Balti- 
more. Their  descendants  intermarried  with  the 
Chews,  licalls,  Somervells  and  other  prominent 
Maryland  families. 

After  the  death  of  her  second  husband,  Mrs.  ^♦-^^-»' 
Hollyday,  in  the  year  1754,  went  to  England  to 
Uve  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Rebecca  Anderson, 
and  died  the  following  year.  Her  tomb  at  Westham, 
County  Kssox,  England,  bears  the  following  inscrip- 
tion: 'lieneath  this  stone  lielh  the  body  of  Mrs.  '-* 
Sarah  Lloyd,  late  of  the  province  of  Maryland,  in 
America,  from  whence  she  came  to  London  in  the 
year  1754  and  died  the  9th  day  of  April,  1755,  aged 
71  years.  Slie  had  been  the  wife  of  Edward  Lloyd, 
formerly  of  the  aforesaid  province,  l-bquire,  and 
aftir  hid  death,  of  James  Hollyday,  ICiijuire,  late

stranger  here,  she  waa  known,  esteemed,  and  re- 
spected in  her  native  land." 

A  portrait  of  this  colonial  belle  is  said  to  be  in  the 
possession  of  one  of  her  great-great-nieccs. 

Henry  HoUyday,  the  son  of  his  Lordship's  Coun- 
cilor, married  the  daugliter  of  George  Robbins  and  his 
wife,  Henrietta  Maria  Tilghman,  of  the  Hermitage. 

It  was  he  who  bought  UatclifT  Manor  and  built 
the  mansion  house,  which  is  also  one  of  the  famous 
houses  of  the  Eastern  Shore.  James  HoUyday  2d, 
the  elder  brother  of  Henry,  of  RatclilT  Manor, 
itiherited  Readbournc,  but  died  unmarried.  Like 
his  father,  I  his  James  Hullyday  was  a  member  of 
the  I'rovincud  Council,  and  is  said  to  have  been  a 
lawyer  of  marked  ability  and  more  prominently 
identified  with  the  high  courts  of  justice  than  any 
of  his  contemporaries 

Because  of  his  superior  ability  he  was  chosAo 
chairman  of  the  commiltoc  of  delegates  to  the 
Continental  Congress  at  Philadelphia,  and  drafted 
the  instructions  to  that  memoraiiic  body  which 
issued  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

After  a  long  and  brilliant  career,  James  HoUyday 
died  at  Readbourne,  leaving  his  beautiful  estate 
to  his  nephew  and  namesake,  James  HoUyday,  son 
of  his  brother  Henry  of  Ratclid  Manor.  James 
HoUyday  the  3d  married  Susan  Steuart  Tilghman, 
n  dosiendant  of  Dr.  Ri(;hurd  Tilghman,  of  the

Hermitage,  and  a  lineal  descendant  of  the  Royal 
Houic  of  Steuart. 

Henry  IloUyday,  the  son  of  Henry  and  Anna 
Maria  Kohin.s  Ilollyilay,  married  Ann  Carinichiiol, 
dauj;htor  of  Iviiliard  Bennett  Carniichael,  of  Ben- 
nett's Chuicc,  (iiioen  Anne's  County,  and  his  wife 
Katharine  Murray.  He  lived  and  died  at  his  home, 
RatcliiT  Maiiur.  Reliccca,  his  eldest  daugliter, 
married  Dr.  Niehoiiw  llummoiid  and  lived  at  St. 
Aubins,  near  Eaoton.  This  interesting  estate  is 
now  owned  by  Mr.  Henry  Hollyday,  Jr.,  Jud^e  of 
Talbot  County  Court,  Maryl.uul,  and  his  sisters, 
Mi.s.s  I'ruiiccs  II.  HolIyd;iy  and  Miss  Su.san  Holly- 
day.  Allied  to  this  braneh  of  the  family  are  the 
Chambcrlaines  of  BonViicld,  the  Yales  of  Brook- 
land,  Cecil  County,  and  indeed  there  is  hardly 
an  old  Maryland  faniily  of  importance  to  which 
the  Hollydays  are  not  close  kin.  Among  the  many 
desctMidant.s  of  Colonel  Thoimis  Hollyday,  of  Kead- 
bourne,  are  Dr.  Cuy  Hollyday,  Baltimore;  Mr.
